X. Jacob Kaiser has fcaten actios to relieve Bsseutive Secretary Gsorge 
Darfcinger of bis position and to replace him -with Robert Tlllmsnns. 

On 30 April 1947 Kaiser told Osrtinger that he web thenceforth no 
longer to serve as Ejoscutlvs Secretary of the CD0, but was, rather, 
to assume administrative duties and take over the direction of office 
personnel. Dsrtinger was* in other words, relieved of his policy-* 
making functions and forbidden to mate speeches In public. Dertdngor 
angrily reminded Kaiser of all he had done for the party, whereupon 
Kaiser told Mas that be was not being thrown out, bat that changes 
had become necessary because the party’s growth necessitated the in- 
troduction of new administrative procedures.
